LAA Building Committee Launches 
Planning Program For Restoration 


and Improvements 

nder the leadership of Steve 
Ross, LAA Board member and 
the Association’s building 
coordinator, a comprehensive 
plan is being developed to guide 
and prioritize the restoration, 
repairs and improvements to the 
historic LAA building. The 
Building Committee, which 
reports to the LAA Board of 
Directors, is fortunate to have the 
volunteer support of Madison, 
Connecticut architect David 
Duncan who has significant 
historical restoration project 
experience. The committee has 
drafted a project plan which will 
be done in phases, yet is flexible 
enough to allow for changes as 
may be determined by the 
architect, Development 
Committee, the Board and 
feedback from members. 

The Lyme Art Association 
Gallery, designed by the noted 


American architect Charles A. 
Platt, opened in 1921 and 
remains a center for art 
exhibitions and education 
programs. A key goal for the 
Building Committee is the 
continued preservation of the 
building which is on the 
National Historical Registry. 

The general plan is to 
(1) Concentrate on projects 
that restore the integrity of 
the building and its exterior 
appearance, (2) Identify 
interior projects with a focus 
on improvements to the LAA 
Gallery, its exhibition spaces, 
and the Art Studio, and (3) 
Prioritize longer range projects. 


There will be a discussion 
on building plans at the Fall 
Membership Meeting on 
Thursday, Oct. 26, 6-8 pm. 


APEC Completes 
2007 Plan To 
Include More 
Member Shows

n this issue of the newsletter you will find 
the calendar for the LAA exhibitions next 
year. The LAA’s artistic planning and exhi- 
bition committee ( APEC ) is largely made 
up of Elected and Associate artists who 
have spent the past several months 
reviewing and discussing ideas for next 
year’s shows. Earlier this year, APEC 
hosted a meeting with interested member 
artists and came away with a good sized 
agenda of ideas for them to work on. 

This commentary has led to a number 
of new ideas being incorporated into the 
upcoming calendar. For next year, we're 
planning more member “themed shows” 
in the Goodman Gallery running through- 
out the year alongside the major member 
shows in the front three galleries. 

A new tool to aid us in planning and 
reviewing ideas submitted by artist mem- 
bers is a “show idea evaluation form” that 
will help take ideas from concept through 
planning, scheduling, and operations. This 
can be used by LAA members as well as 
any outside groups proposing shows at 
the LAA. 

I hope you will keep the calendar of 
shows for 2007 nearby and plan to enter 
your work. Also, I hope you can volunteer 
some time to help support the exhibition 
program - it takes 40-50 volunteers 
to put on each show at the LAA- and all 
artists are encouraged to lend a hand.
